12. THAILAND 

SUN'S ISAACS (IN BANGKOK) SEES RTG PLAGUED BY POL INSTA- 
BILITY/LAW-AND-ORDER CRISIS, SAME ISSUES THAT BROUGHT DOWN 
SHORT-LIVED DEMOCRACY. REVIEWS GOVT POLICIES. OPINES 
FEW THAIS APPEAR MOURN LOSS POL LIBERTIES, BUT DOES NOT 
MEAN "LOUDLY CHEERING" NEW REGIME; BASIC REASONS FOR HI 
CRIME RATE UNTOUCHED: POVERTY/ALIENATED RURAL MIGRANTS 
CROWDED INTO CITY/INADEQUATE POLICE FORCE; PEOPLE NOT 
PERSUADED POL STABILITY ESTABLISHED AS RUMORS OF SPLITS 
WITHIN GOVT PERSIST; ANTICORRUPTION CMTE HAS SHOWN NO 
IMPRESSIVE RESULTS; BUSINESS CONFIDENCE NOT SIGNIFICANTLY 
RESTORED.

WP’S SIMONS (IN JAKARTA) NOTES START CAMPAIGN W/O ISSUES 
FOR ELECTION W/PREDICTABLE RESULTS; VOTE SET FOR MAY 2. 

SAYS APPEARANCES MUST BE MAINTAINED, SINCE GOI FACES MOST 
SERIOUS CRISIS OF CONFIDENCE IN DECADE OVER ECON PROBLEMS/ 
CORRUPTION/PERT AMINA ISSUE/POVERTY. REVIEWS IMPORTANCE/ 
POTENTIAL WEALTH INDONESIA; RECENT PROBLEMS W/OIL FIRMS 
OVER EXPLORATION. NOTES FOREIGN FINANCIERS EXPRESS GUARDED 
ADMIRATION OVER WAY PERTAMINA CRISIS BEING TACKLED BY GOI.

CSM’S CARTHEW (IN WELLINGTON) REVIEWS RECENT HISTORY LABOR 
PARTY. NOTES ROWLING STILL HAS PARTY BACKING. DESPITE 
OVERWHELMING ELECTORAL DEFEAT/CHALLENGES TO LEADERSHIP. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONCLUDES EX-PM AGAIN HAS FIRM POL BASE TO WORK FROM TOWARD 
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NEXT NATL ELECTION; BUT QUOTES OBSERVERS THAT PARTY CANNOT 
AFFORD CONTINUE UNDER ROWLING IF LOSES 1978 ELECTION. 

14. HUMAN RIGHTS 

SMITH (NYT) FINDS AID CUTS ANNOUNCED BY VANCE ARE BREAK 
W/US PRAGMATISM OF RECENT PAST. RECALLS IN RECENT YRS 
CONGRESS BECAME DISILLUSIONED W/PRAGMATIC APPROACH, BUT 
WH/DOS RESISTED PRESSURE TO CUT AID IN MORAL PROTEST OVER 
RTS ABUSES IN COUNTRIES LIKE SK/TR AN/PHIT S/CHIT .E/ARGENTINA. 

SMITH FINDS PARADOXICAL THAT EARLIER CONCERN W/"PARALLEL 
BUT DIFFERENT" MORAL APPROACH DREW US INTO VN, BUT 
FOUNDERED ON MORAL CONTROVERSY OVER WAR’S CONDUCT/MORALITY
